Agawam fans had very 
little to cheer about last 
Saturday. Even in the 
Brownies 41-12 loss to 
Chicopee the previous week, 
Roger LeClerc’s boys had 
their moments (and the fans 
theirs) but Bill Budness’ 
Greenies, in a combined 
offensive and defensive 
effort, started fast and then 
completely shut off Agawam 
in their convincing 25-0 
verdict played at Harmon 
Smith Field. 

On Greenfield’s second 
play from scrimmage early 
in the opening period, speedy 
halfback Dick Golash (27) 
found a. gaping hole offtackle 
and raced 47 yards un¬ 
touched for the six. The 
Greenies Carl Unaitis (12) 
followed with the extra point 
lifting his mates to a 7-0 
margin only 2:13 into the 
contest. Agawam’s Doug 
Miller (36) gave the 
Brownies life on Greenfield’s 
enusing kick. The swift 
senior galloped 40 yards 
down the sidelines to mid- 
field providing the offense 
with excellent field position. 

But seconds later 
Greenfield’s Steve DeDinas 
(65) pilfered a wobbly Quinn 
pass at Agawam’s 35, and 
the Northern Crew’s of¬ 
fensive unit found them¬ 
selves in business again. The 
grinding slashes of 
Greenfield’s Mike Dyer (44) 
and Dick Golash moved the 
Greenies to a first and goal 
from Agawam’s 6. However, 
Greenfield could not thrust 
any further as the Brownies’ 
John Fedora (88), Skip 
Stuart (42), and company 
refused to budge on four 
consecutive Greenie 
assaults on their endzone. 
Tommy Quinn (16) on a 
keeper scrambled 17 yards 
giving his offense a bit more 
breathing room on second 
down from the 8. Quinn’s run 
also marked Agawam’s 
initial first down of the game 
as time ran out in the. 
quarter. 

Just moments later, at the 
second stanza’s outset, 
Greenfield’s big tackle John 
Budrewicz (72) deflected a 
Quinn pass into his out¬ 
stretched arms at the 33, and 
the Greenies offense 
chugged on the field for 
another quick shot at 
Agawam’s goal. Golash 
instantly broke free for 19 
yards on a sweep left, (which 
suddenly turned into a sweet 
right), as the cat-like back 
managed to reverse his field, 
thus eluding a host of waiting 


Brownie tacklers. With a 
third and six facing them at 
Agawam’s 11, Greenfield’s 
Paul Currier (39) swept into 
the endzone on a reverse 
play pushing the visitors to a 
13 point margin early in the 
quarter. 

The Brownies made their 
first major offensive ad¬ 
vancement following 
Greenfield’s kick. Quinn 
connected with Danny 
D’Alma (90) for 26 yards to 
Greenfield’s 42. But the 
Greenie D quickly rose to the 
occasion as Agawam used 
four downs for only a total of 
three yards gained. 
Greenfield’s QB Doug 
Welenc (10) immediately 
passed for 17 yards to the 
Agawam 42, then a pass 
interference against the 
Brownies gave Greenfield a 
first down on the 27. 

Welenc on the next play 
fired a perfect strike to Paul 
Currier down the left 
sidelines. Currier just 
reached the endzone when he 
and Brownie cornerback 
Matty Mason (22) had a 
crunching collision at the red 
flag (marker at each corner 
of the endzone. Currier was 
credited with the TD, but he 
and Mason laid motionless 
for a few moments as a 
result of the contact.Mason 
seemed to receive the worst 
end of the deal as the injury 
plagued Brownie back 
passed out in the second half 
on the sidelines, and was 
taken to the hospital for what 
appeared from the stands as 
a possible concussion. 

Trailing 19-0 as the second 
half got underway, the 
Brownies offense still could 
not maintain any type of 
consistency against a hard 
hitting Greenfield D. The 
Greenies on their part just 
seemed content to allow 
Dyer, Golash, and Mike 
Maloney to grind out yar¬ 
dage and the clock. 

After Greenfield pinned 
Agawam deep in their own 
territory midway thru the 
third period, Tommy Quinn 
booted a fine punt pushing 
Greenfield back to the 
Brownies 45. Welenc then 
decided to hit the air lanes. 
He passed 22 yards to 
Agawam’s 27, and two plays 
later another pass in¬ 
terference call on Agawam 
gave the Greenies a first and 
goal on the 4. Welenc fooled 
the Brownies with a nifty 
bootleg of one yard a down 
later moving Greenfield to a 
25 point spread over 
Agawam. 


Fourth period action was 
just a matter of loose 
pigskins see-sawing action. 
During one stretch midway 
through the period, Agawam 
fumbled, Greenfield 
coughed it up on the next 
play, (Scott Brown 
recovery), the Brownies 
then lost the “hot potato” on 
first down, followed by a 
Greenie mishap two plays 
later. (Steve Geiger 


recovery). Things were 
beginning to get confusing, 
but an exchange of punts in 
proceeding action quieted 
things down. Karl Ekstedt 
(14) with a little over three 
minutes remaining was 
inserted for Tommy Quinn at 
QB hoping to break the ice. 
Relying on Joey Norman’s 
bursts and a 15 yard penalty 
against Greenfield, (add a 13 
yard completion to D’Alma), 


Agawam sustained a drive to 
Greenfield’s 17, but the 
visitors held the home crew 
one more time preserving 
the white-washing with 24 
seconds left. 


Citizen’s offensive player 
of the game is Greenfield’s 
workhorse halfback Mike 
Dyer (44). Dyer did not score 
any TD’s, but he had an 
array of consistent visiting 


backs in yardage and 
carries. Agawam was held to 
under 100 yards in total 
offense. (An early injury to 
fullback Skip Stuart didn’t 
help matters either.) 
Sophomore Joey Norman led 
Brownie runners with eight 
carries for 39 yards.

The Big One Has Arrived 


Agawam-West Side 


Clash Saturday

With only two days 
remaining before Saturday’s 
traditional slam-bang affair 
between Agawam and their 
“friends” from across the 
river, many Brownie fans 
have the uneasy feeling of a 
West Side victory for the 
first time in 13 years. 

Idle murmurs around town 
seem to be leaning towards a 
Terrier breakthrough of the 
jinx that has plagued them 
for so long. Brownie coaches 
and players will certainly 
dispute the general feeling of 
a Terrier verdict, but the 
atmosphere in the Agawam 
lockeroom may not be that 
usual air of certainty for an 
Agawam victory. The 
Brownies task on Saturday, 
indeed, looms as a very 
difficult one. 

West Springfield has 
suffered through 12 con¬ 
secutive fall campaigns of 
Agawam’s domination in the 
battle of the arch-rivals. The 
Terriers have been battered, 
routed, and scorned by 
powerful Brownie squads in 
the Harry Leonardi era, 
those days, of course being in 
the late fifties and the early 
and mid-sixties. The 
Brownies were vastly 
superior to the Terriers back 
then, and the scoreboar 
would often Sport that fact. 

In the years of Athletic 
Director Cliff Kibbe’s 
coaching, the Brownies still 
managed to pull out their 
seasonal finale one way or 
another. Again, the 
Brownies went into these 
contests as the definite 
favorites. People like Lou 
Conte, Donny Youngie, Nick 


Longhi, Steve Mason, Tom 
Locke, Frankie Santinello, 
Shawn Sullivan and a host of 
other Kibbe coached players 
always saw the game end in 
Agawam’s favor. However, 
in the past two traditional 
contests. West Side has 
maintained some kind of 
respectability. In 1972 the 
Terriers fought its Agawam 
counterparts to a 12-12 
deadlock in West Side, while 
in last year’s bput the 
Brownies outslugged its 
arch-rival in a 14-14 barn¬ 
burner at Harmon Smith 
Field.
